Step 2,!. - The econonic situation mist be ^dnin^led, Ihis means tiidt * 
duirenc^ and, more lirportant, gold,must be iiBnipulated, No'jy'lopk is 

happening to the world's moneteiy market today. Currencies'being de- ■ 
valued, or devaluation is Ihreatened. Gold is becoming scan<fe» The gDld! 
riBrket is in a panic. Economic disster could strike world-wide at ary time. 
Inflation is running wold in every coimtry. 


Step 3. Cormunications mist be controlled. Radio, mail and telephone 
connunications have been breaking down all over the world in the past two years. 
The national defense ccmiunications svstan in the U.S. was ccrrpletely krooked 
out trice in 1968. The "hot livis" between Washington and Moscow hae been 
disrupted twice since 1966. Oar ge>9ersl teL(^one ^stem is now so over¬ 
loaded that a coi^lete breakdown is imninent'. 

Step h» " Armed forces mist be diverted and drained. Viet Nam, 

Step 5» Religious (morel) control must be usui^d, "God is Dead." 

Look what's happening to the Catholic Church. 

- Step 6, - Anarchy mist be introduced. Young people througiout the v/orld 

are in open revolt a^inst "the establiahnent." Colleges and universities 
in nearly every country are in an uproar. The "sexual revolution^’ has been 
accoipenied by the wodespread use of do.igs. The young people are rejecting 
the present social order, the draft, the materialistic attitudes of their 
elders. There have now been hundreds of cases in which teenagers and young 
adults have been caugit corrmitting acts of sabotage a^inst ccnrnurd-cations, 
power plants, military installations, "Underground" Hippie newspapers are 
filled with ins'tructions on how to build bcmbs, but teJ-ephone cables, etc. 

Step 7. - Suppress or assassinate those leaders who diow potential ability 
to control this mess. If you can't buy them off, shoot th^ down. 

Now add these steps up. What do you ^t? You have controlled press, dis¬ 
rupted ccrmunications (vital in ary "war"), economic chaos, strained and 
d(^eted military forces on a distant battlefield, mibs of enraged anarchists 
at heme wilfblly trnring to assault and undermine the establidied ^ystan, and 
that ^stan is led by individuals who are not necessarily the men best 
equipped to handle the situation.

We had made a mess of 
things and the only solution vas for than to bake over and diow us 1he way out 
of our dilara. For years a arall but noiy group of people had been telling 
us all that benevolent sp 0 .ee men were coming to save us fron ourselves. Now - 
the man-ln-the-street would remoriber all biose stories he had lau^h^d at before, 
Tlrlngs were in a terrible mess, he would admit, and rmjbe "these ^endid beings 
could s?l"vage the si"tmtion. They pranised on orderly world of love, brother¬ 
hood and peace» 

Would we welcane "than? If we did, "then would you have the answer "to ny 
question. How do you take over an entire planet without firing a shot or 
losing a sin^e life of one of your ovn?

threaten him of it. You will probably silence ^ out of 100 this way. If 

not well use the more drmp.tic measures. "Get rid of him". Or make such a 

fool of him that nobody will believe him aryvay, xlry don’t kid yourself, 

■lirrt that \^iy ^me has rnit been: plcy.d. time. Even in our own 

cause, we have had those nysterious MIB. as yet no one has been able to 
determine vho they are, and whilst at first it appeared that the Government men 
could have bem^than, and it suited the MIB. to let us believe that, there 
have cane definete denials fron goverrment sarrees that such was not the cause 
even when acme of these "silencers" were seen ard known to have vsern official 
clothes.

time vhen we W'\KE UP, sad to SFy, nBj’’, vhen hunarily speaking it is too late-, 
but in Ihe bottan depths of every sane heart tiiere v/ill rise the cry for aids 
and somehow vhen we turn to the hi^er forces for such, it canes, de^ite all 
our wayv/ardness.

land Flying Saucer Research Biireau containing visual evidence of several 
signtings, Th^ vrere sent throu^ the mail in the usual way, affixed with- 
a lU cent stairp, early in March, 1969<1 The container was received back two 
weeks later with a covering note, stating that it was arpty on receipt by 
Kodak’. 

It was reported to the police, and after several weelcs the ’’^.P.S.R.B. were 
informed by a C.I.B. detective 'that the fils were then in the possession of 
the Department of the Interior and the 'C'.F.S.R.B. would not be able to claim 
than’. 

The nystery deepened when Mr, Colin Bennett N.LJI., a prcminent barrister, 
a deed Mr, Preeth, the Minister for Air, as to whether his Department were 
involved in the disappearance, and was told in no uncertain terms that "it 
was not", and furthermore, I quote, "as far as Gover-rments are concerned, it 
has never been precisely determined where Science Fiction ends and where these, 
objects begin to be related to reality", end of quote. 

One wonders if perhaps, Mr, Preeth’s name could not be scibstituted for "Govern¬ 
ments" in the above (quotation and be fhirly certain of finding a true mark’. 

In all ffeimess we cannot say deflnately that a bona-fide officer of Mr, 

Preeth’s Department or an (3iplcyee of Kodak Australia were implicated, but it 
certainly anells of collusion scxnewhere along the line, and we can in all 
honesty asame that another Gcr/errment Department must have been primarily 
involved, 

Ihe previous description is but one itan among mary coiplalnts of similar' 
happenings over the years. Another passing reference is in regards to 
certain documents which di appeared during correspondence betw/een the Rev, 

Gill of New Guinea and the Australian Govemnent a few/ years ago, but I feel 
this item vjas covered fully in articles at tJaal time, and it is not necessary 
for me to repeat it here. ^ 
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Mr, Feed Stone of U.F.O.P 0 I.A. infonr.ecl ine vce.izt months ago that several tape 
recordings consigned to him fcan U.F.O, sources in Carada and America had 
disappeared in route* A couple of times tiie Oustons Department a^osd him 
to call and see 1iian and pick up- a tape, claiming that they had intercepted 
them in case they contained ille^ naterial’. 

Just how juvenile can one get?? 

I wonder vihich Govermeijt office has the other ille^l?? mat^ial looted 
away in its hot little cabinets? 

The above items are not isolated cas^s, and are not confined to Australia* 

On the contrary, infomation fron our friends in other countries suggest that 
this unwarranted intrusion into the internal afffeirs of U.F.O, Societies goes 
on all over the world* This by Goverrments who deride Ufology and fbtuoualy 
state that no problon exists, that Flying Saucers are a flgnent of the lnBginr 
ation, and people who si^t than or meet the crafts’ occupants, are either 
deluded ignoraiTiises or downri^t liars’. 

Just who are the Governments trying to kid? There are se\reral reasons why 
world Goverrments do not v/ant their people to be fully conversnt with the 
fects. Here are a few; which cone to mind, 

1, PANIC, "They are afraid that people wouLd panic if th^ knew that 

Jiving Saucers were real and that aliens reallw were visiting 
Iferth", Balderaa^’, ’Ahen will they realise that the majority 
of the thinking papulation have their o’m ideas on the subject, 
and are basically ccrmDnsenseical, not a lot of hysterical 
morons’. 

2, BXIOEC. "Goverrments are concerned that if alien ^ce craft ^uld 

land here ar^ bring their sophisticated knowledge of 
propulsion with thoir, all our preconceived ideas would then 
"go down the drain", and most of our modem so called "conven¬ 
iences"? would be proved obsolete overni^tl " Wtet the Gov¬ 
errments are really concerned about is the fbet that the revenues 
that they and the povors which control than obtain fbcm "oil, 
glorious oil", will no longer be an econonic reality. Lets 
fbee it, the Oil Coipanies of the V/orld mst have an inrnense' 
pull with the various Goverrments concerned and would be able 
to exert terridle political pressure. 

It does not matter one lota about air pollution or the feet 
that mary lofe saving drugs can and are produced frcra petrol¬ 
eum as long as black gold can be poured into national econon- 
ies, and the Cenpary shareholders can pocket their dividends. 

3, PQLITICJ^L, '^'yhat Govemnent v/ould like the thou^t of a benevolent 

space people caning to Earth with sophisticated ideas, fer 
in advance of our own, taking over everything, and conduct¬ 
ing the affeirs of Earth in an atmosphere of peace, pros¬ 
perity and loving brotherhood. Tut, tut, we can not have our 
politicos and wjar-mongers put out of v.ork can we? Of course 
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rot’. Blast ttie aliens out of the dd.es vdth eveiything at our 
di^o sal 

I am not trjdng to infer that all space visitors will, of course, be peace 
loving and benevolent. It is an establidied feet that everying has aji 
opposite, dierefore, we can s&tely assume ihat every space visitant will not 
necessarily be a kind and peace loving friend. But vhat we have to guard 
a^inst is lunping all aliens in fee same category. Be prepEired, yes, but 
hovever, keeping our guns hidden until we are positive our visitors are 
belligerent in their intentions. 

We cone now to that part of ny article, vhich I have designated "PoreeX”, 

Let us first define the heading I have chosen for this extranely corplex 
and nysterious elanent, 

"Force", according to the dictionary means a body of troops; to co-erce; 
to contrain; or mental power, "X" stands for the unlcnown, fee nysterious. 
Thus we have a nysterious unknown force, viiich is making itself felt behind 
the scenes by acts of violence both physical and mental. 

Acts \feich are diametrically opposed to all concepts of benevolence, peace 
and hunan understand.ing, "Perce X" is both rhysical and paraphysical, 
the weapon by lAhidi Dark and Ne^tive elements are attacking our rrovaiBnt 
and endeavouring to nulli:^ our efforts, towards a true and enli^tened 
appraisil of fee U.P.O. cuestion. 

It is the nysterious elanent feich has been instrumental in forcing several 
of our eminent v/orkers in fee pa.st, to leave the movonent. 

To rfims a few; Gilbert Bender, United States; Mr. and. Mrs. Harold liiLton, of 
Wellington, New Zealand, a Mr. Stewart and his ycung farsle assistant also 
of New Zeklerd and Fir. Ed^u? Jarrold of Sydney, N.S.W. 

Each one of these people left Flying Saucer work under peculiar and nysterious 
circumstances. You may have r«3d Gray Barker’s bock "The Three Men in Black" 
in which he wrote of the tortured, hag-ridden young man Albert Bender and 
Bender’s supposed contact wath powerful alien forces personified by feese 
nysterious men in bl.ack clothes. 

At approximately the came time fee above incident occurred, Harold I\jlton 
and his wife, vho conducted independant Invest lotion of the Flying Saucer 
pheronena, also Ed^r Jarrold ejc r?,A.A.P,, and President of the A.ustralian 
Plying Saucer Bureau, received almost an identical visita.tioru 

These people were so thorou^Hy scared by the threats which were levelled at 
feem, and bj^ other peculiar happenings feat they abandoned tlielr research and 
retired into conparative obscjurity. 

Now, fee foronentloned people are not the only ones wh o have had fereats 
levelled at feem and. have abandoned U.P.O. research as a direct result. 

There are mary more whose names perhaps, are not so well known. How/ever, 
for all those people vdio have been pressured out of the movanent, there are 
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others viio step into their ^oes and cari^’’ on re^rdLess* 

It has becone apparent over the years, that the pressures applied by "Faroe X" 
are not necessarily purely physical in nature, but are also para physical. 
Which argues for the presence of ne^.tive energies utterly foreign to the 
average iiBns concept! ont 

The reference to ne^tive enersr brings to mind the poxiliar thing vhich 
hapipened to Ba^ir Jarrold on Vfyryard Railway Station in S^dn^, N.S.W, during 
the time of his persecution, and which could easily have proved fhtal. 

Jarrold was standing on the station jxLatfbnn fbirly late at ni^t, waiting for 
his train heme to a suburb. He was unaccorpanied and the platfoim 

was deserted, apart ftxm one or two other- people a fbir distance away fban him. 

As his train was about to enter the station, Jarrold ircved forward to his 
usual spot, knowing from past experience that the particular carriage he 
wanted would stop at that point. Then, without warning, he received a violent 
pudi in the back which propelled him over the edge of the p5htfarm onto the 
line’. Fortunately the train was Moving down, and Jarrold being unhurt, was 
able to scranble back onto the platform before the train reached him'. He 
swears that no other hunan being was within twenty feet of him when he was 
pjudied, and in aiy case the station was brigitly lit so that an act of delib¬ 
erate violence would have been witnessed by one at least of the other carm- 
utors'. 

The accident which befell Ed^r Jarrold seaned to set a pattern, in that mary 
U.F.O. leaders in the following years were beset by strange and unexplicable 
happsnings, 

I am concerned at the moment with the things that happened only to Australians, 
but I have no doubts the.t many other people the v/orld over would have a host 
of stories to corroborate ny theories. 

In 1965 j I 3oi^^ executive of U,F,0,P.lJd. in South Australia, having 
been interested in the subject for quite a nunber of years. Six we^s after 
I be^n lecturing and taking a responsible position wiihin the Soclely, 1 was 
•taking ny usual mQrrdng diower, when for no apparent reason I lost ny balance 
and fell -violently across the edge of -the ba-th. 

Now I am fhirly agile on ny feet, and ha-ving studied Judo know how' to break ny 
fbll -to pre-vent injury. But in "this particular instance ny linbs refused to¬ 
co-opera te, "th^ seoned en-tan^ed in seme irresis-table force preventing me 
ft*cra sa-ving nyself. The sum result was -that I suffbred five frac-tured ribs, 

Wi-thin an hour of ny accident, lyir, Fred Stone -the President of U.F.O.P.IJl, 
was tra-velling back to Adelaide by car fran a coun-by lecture, when he was 
invol-ved in an accident wherein he recei-ved "three fbac-tured ribs', 

A strange co-incidence, you nay say, but x'vait, -there is mors to cone'. 

In March, 1968, I was dri-ving back from Sydn^ wi-th ny wife after -visiting 
relatives, when 20 miles out of Hay, H .S.W. and 60 MUes froir ny next stop^ 
Baiianald, "the big end of ny 195U Ford Consul decided -to play up, causing he 
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to cut ^eed ard. linp the rarmining 60 miles at only 20 miles an hour; the 
knock in the engine developing to an alaiming degree, ao mich so that we f*iiii3y 
expected to ^end many desolate hours stranded on one of the barest stretches of 
road in N.S.W. 

Fortunately we were able to reach Balramld in safety, and after a fbv/ days 
enforced stay procured a reconditioned engine #iich was fitted by a local 
mechanic. 

The peculiar part about this circ:umstance was that Mr. Stone and Mr, V, Godic, 
ny co-Vice President were travelling back to ildelaide after a lecture at 
Hawker, a South Australian mid north town, when Mr. Godic’s car developed 
exactly the same trouble as mine’. Again within an hour or so of ny experience. 
An extronely unlikely oc(3ureice in the normal way of things, because Mr, 

Godic’s Holden was no more than two years old and still in almost new condition. 

Still a co-incidence, you maj’- sy, but wait, there isd;ill more to come. 

But recently we learnt of the tragic death in a car accident of Dr, Miran 
Lindtner, well known and reflected President of U.P.O.I.C,, Sydnoy, N.S.W,, 
whilst traveling in Germary, Dr, Lindtner, an eminent Veterinary Surgeon 
and U.F.O. research worker of many years experience was scheduled to talce 
the chain and rexid a paper at the World Veteninary Congress in Y ugo^a-snia. 

He also was attending various meetings of U.F.O, enthusiasts at numerous 
European centres. 

This tragic accident occurred in July, 1969, On October, 3rd, 1969, Mr, F, 
Phillips the U.P,0.1.0, Vic-PresLdent who succeeded Dr, Lindtner, was struck 
by a car, near Australian Square, Sydnqy and has spent a considerable time 
in hospital since',’. 

Captain Bruce Cathie of New Zealand a well known lecturer and author of the 
(Current popular bock "Haimonic 33’* was approached throu^ his publi^ers to 
give a lecture at Adelaide’s U.F.O, Convention to be held over the Easter' 
Holiday, 1970. He signified that he v/ould be happy to cone to Australia, and 
a very interesing series of lectures were anticipated. 

However, after several letters had flowed to and from Ne// Zealand, all of them 
quite amiable and full of discrussion on accomodation, etc, a sudden restraint 
became apparent in iheir tenure, Then abruptly a bento^ell was drapped, in 
that Capt, Cathie could not after all, attend the convention. 

Information was soo^t from his publishers re his volte ffece, and brou^t to 
ligit the startling fhet that Gapt, Catiile has had his llfb threatened; 
ftrrthermore the New; Zealand Police have advised him not to come because of the 
dan^r involved'. 

You have just read of the physical duress under which mary U.F.O. leaders 
have to work, the fear that your very own Sworvi of Damocoles migit fhll at ary 
time. But quite apart from the purely physical violence arplcyed by ”Foree 
X”, there is the other tenuous yet equally fear sane energy which attacks a 
person’s sanity and peace of mind’. 

There are many U.F.O. Workers who have been a silled at one time or another 
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wilh strange and ffesrscme ni^timren, apparitions naterlalizing to iiiaii in 
the STBll hours, and voices speaMng to them vhen half a^eep. Several 
people well knom in U.P.O, Circles have epoken to me on this aibject and told 
me of their experiences. I also have experienced several queer happerdinge 
but not to the extent of sane other people, 

How nEijr marriages have been severely strained when p^chic influences have 
been brought to bear on one or o ther of the marriage partners. I can vouch 
for this personally, because ny own marriage has beoi severely stnnned, due to 
these svne p^chic pressures applied to ny wife. 

Fortunately I am p^chically aware, and am able to take defensive measures to 
protect me and mine, but only to a certain degree of efflcience. I pray to 
the Lord that I am able to prevail, 

, There imst be many workers however who are assailed fron time to time by these 
' p^chic influences and are farced throu^ fear and ignorance to abandon the 
work. I say to these people, have fhith in your creator, anl that Good nust 
prevail over Evil, Believe in the power of prayer and utilize that pow/er to 
the uttermost. Above all, do not deviate from your set course, but persevere; 
in this research which will eventually bring all the inhabitants of the Coanos 
to closely knit Brotherhood, under the benign love of the Univererl Creator, 

So much then for "Force X". I think that I have made ny point. We not only 
have the ridicule, overbearing authority and down-ri^t intrusion into our 
affbirs by World Goverrment, wre also ha-'/e to contend with ungodly influaices 
on the p^chic plane who v/idi to prevent us fron attaiiment to ultiimte union 
with our Coanic Brothers, 

Can the U.S, Goverrment honestly swear that U.F.O,’ s do not exist, with all 
the mass of evidence available to prove otherwise? I think not, for if they so 
do, how ridiculcus they will look in the future, when the fUct is fiiElly 
presented in all its stark truth'. 


If any reader has InforTTBtion regarding indue influence brou^t to bear on 
them, or people associated with U.F.O. leaderdaip whether physical or pq/chical, 
would they please w.(rite the Editor or nyself care of this ma^zine.

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Air unbiased study of ancient nyUis and legends, together with the ancient 
stories of the creation, and the old fhds and their doings imy yet cone up 
with the startling concepo, "that liie ■universe is much larger than we ha've 
conceived, Man nny yet have to acknowled^ the existence and occasioml 
local presence of superior entitles in the coanlc schone. For instance, 
man has written off the Scriptural Stories of angels and tossed aside the 
know!J.edge of 1Ms past history, referring to it as the childlike delui^ons 
of his ancestors; assuming, that these same ancestors were incapabable of 
thirking in the same clear rational way as himself. 

Before declaiming that the traditional ranaribrances of antiquity and. the 
folklore of prehistory is pure nonsense, it would be v/ise to have a good 
look at what has been retained in this present day. 

Scientific orthodoxy is coming up with proof tha.t the world we live in, is 
not the solid. Indestructible thing it v/ould appear to be, to the range of 
our restricted senses. Out of scientific laboratories have come hints of 
other orders of matter; and substances alien to us are ;Just b^ond the reach 
of our present technological ability and instrumentation. It is worth 
pausing to consider the strides we have made in technology in the present 
century,, and whats the next 50 years imjr bring forth. 

The scientific dictum of experiment as proof, sets definite limits to the 
exploration of ary concept. As our phi^ aclsts Insist on using machines to 
measure and evaluate any phenenn, then any phenonene not ca.pable of being 
so evaluated is rejected as being iiipossible of proof. One instrument alone 
can beat a imchine and that is the huziRn being himself, but modem scientific 
man has been trained to rely on mechanical appliances for his perception, 
and either vail not, or cannot use his own Innate abilities. Therefore, a 
loss of perceptive ability rrust result in a loss of understanding, 

V/ith the probing into the constitution of chardcal matter going on nowadays 
in the field of atcmlc and subatcmic particles, the idea of another universe 
b^ond the knovjn chanical framework Is not now/ as fhn'tastie as it used to be' 
only a fevi years ager. 

Talk of other universes conjures up a feeling of ■unreality, but it is well- 
known that young children ha-ve the ability to perceive rrore ‘than we adults 
can, wi'th our noirral live senses. This fhculty appears to be lost to the 
adult mind, except in rare ins^tances. Our training is such, that we are led 
to believe that arything which is not solid and tangible Is a proctict of 
the imagination ani to be rejected out of hand. 

Recent laboratory research has showzn that hallucinations can be produced by 
Introducing electrodes into different areas in the brain and stirmlatlng 
than vath minute electrical charges. With this stimulation to the anotions 
a knowledge of the pathological reactions of "the brain would be of great 
help to researchers, eq^eclally in "the field of Extrasensory Perception, 

To the serious researcher into the possibilities of other ■universes and the 
means of cenrnunieating wl'th 'than, all human experiences not belonging to 
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Vr.3 noimol five senses becomes of gpe?:.t importance* Of coarse all iaiTBii 
erper-iences fixm 'Abat ever sairce, are iirportant, 

l/l'ho can describe the effect^ with arcr accuracy of a strong mental liipilse an 
the human brain? The recipient would have to sort out his own reactions 
from the iirage conveyed by the sender, and lacking sufficient knov/ledge of 
his own physiology, how, for instance, would a contactee know exactly^ Mtiat 
vas occuring, and hov; would he evaluate his experience. Par that natter hav 
would you? 

It is then evident, that all TT.P.O. reports diould be received without bias, 
no matter how way out th^ nay sean; and all reports ^ould be ca.refhlly 
researched. There has been a tendency to ccrrpletely discount ary report 
vhich is at all off beat. Mary researchers throv: up their aims in horror 
at the thou^t of reported craft having been observed ccnplete with crews; 
and most of us are inclined to reject the claims of alleg^ contactees and 
the reports of those vho claim to have received a message. But, surely, 
hihlen in the imry contactee and message claims, there must be seme truth to 
be found* 

There ^ould and must, be an open minded study of these cases, especially vhen 
the aura of cultisint nystician is removed. It is hi^ly probable that the 
appeaiance of crackpotian vhich is conveyed, is exactly wtet is intended, with 
t;-:e idea of na^ng the real issue, and so preventing ary serious research 
i'.'jco this fhcet of the phenonenon. So no aspect ^ould be rejected, be- 
c-eioe every hypothesis npy have a bearing on the fiiBl outcone, 

Occolt literature gives mary instances, with documented accounts of strange' 
distortions in space and time. Keel reports that numerous contactees are 
greeted ^th the question, "What is your time cycle?" He also states that 
qiiootlons about time were a deed in seme of the alleged contacts in 1957 and 
tjeUa 

As related by contactees, one of the notable characteristics of Ufonauts is. 
tiieir inability/ to understand and use our qystan of time measuranent, as reports 
of such cases increase, it is beceming more and more apparent that seme 
Special time fhetor is involved. In seme cases the phenonenon ssans to be? 
ac'Le to manipulate time and space, as fhr as the witnesses are concerned* 

Vi/riile this could be due to hypnosis, it could also provide an lirportant clue 
to the overall nature of the phenonenon* 

Tlie two cannon time distortions reported are 

(l) Time cenpression, therein the witness undergoes an experience of 
apparently long duration; but later discovers that only a diort 
period of our time has passed. This is expecially interesting, 
as the only vay we know this could happen, is vhen travelling at 
igjeeds approaching li^t speed. The inference here is that ary 
Journey the contactee undertook, must ha.ve been at such a ^eed. 

This could even be interpreted as conilimatory evidence that the 
contactee IS telling the truth; being backed up in his claims by 
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our own techmcpl knavlef'l^ of lidit speed phenonem. 

(2) Time lapses - events in vAiich the witness sufTers fi*cm amnesia, 
cdiplete or partial; being unable to recall how he passed 
^ecific periods of time. Usually this type of case happens to 
a car driver vdio saw an approaching object, and then suffered a 
mgnory lapse, even thou^ there tubs no awareness of losing ccnr- 
sciousness or undergoing an unusjal experience. Such witness 
usuaHj?- ccfnplains that it took 2 ac 3 hairs to drive only' a few 
miles. 

Both these distortions ^ould be examined frcm both a pq^chiatric and a. 
physical an^e, for it is quite obvious that hypnosis could be an explan¬ 
ation of both types. 

Very often the observed phencroem seons tailored to the individual pre¬ 
conceived beliefs of the witness. Both objects and occupants seem to adopt 
a multitude of forms, and the oontactee is given information conforming 
either to his beliefs or his ability to understand, 

U.P.O. researchers lAho concentrate on one particular fhcet, frequently find 
themselves being flooded with apparently reliable reports tending to.sub-' 
stantiate their pet thecry. Keel states that from his owTi experience with 
this fhctor that he was led to conduct seme weird experirients, Mhidl confimi- 
ed that the reported (teta being received, was being deliberately engineered, 
and vas therefore fblse. The purpose of this fblse data is to create cjon- 
ftision, and to veil the real phenonem. Most important, it has convinced 
the U.S. air force and the scientific establidiment that the phenanenon is 
non-ihysLcal and so ncm-real. 

It is beceming increasingly obvious tiiat the many science fiction type man¬ 
ifestations being reported, are of fbr more inportance and deserving of more 
intensive study than the often ridicxiious messages allegedly irparted. 

Also the abstract time factor becomes of more inpcrtance,. than the detailed 
descriptions of the objects reportedly seen. 

Prera oontactee data, our first csonclusion is that U.P.O.'s could originate 
from outside our time fbame. They apueer to enter our envirorment either 
at will or by accident and certain humans allegedly have somehow crossed this 
time bridge. This crossing must involve physical charges, which have- been 
defined in occult and oontactee literature as being of a vibratiortary or 
frequency nature. So far, we do not have sufficient knowledge to postulate 
a w/orklng hypothesis on this theory. 

In the field of particle physics, there has been research into antimatter 
and ne^tive universes, which gives an indication ttet orthodox science is 
now beginning to take an active interest into what is more or less the 
vibrationary factor, 

Vhile the extra terrestrial theory has dominp.ted the U.P.O. scene for years, 
the theory of time travel has rardly been postulated inU.P.O. literature. 

It is well to remariber that if our remote descendants have mastered the 
technology of time travel, then they are already ceming back in time - 
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It is, hovA3ver, most disconcerting to find, xinedacatedi 
tKciees discussing 1316 reverse time circle theoi^^in luctdf 
Apxarcaitly tiie ufonauts reason ttet these types are sufTiciently opeiwnirfieS 
or raive to accept such a conc( 5 )t; Contactee Derenberger allegedly encount¬ 
ered a U.P.O. on a hi^way outside Parkersburg^ West Virginia on 2/11/66, and 
conversed with an occupant, yAio reportedly visited Derenberger HBry times 
later, and even tock him for trips to the hone planet, ’lianulos". Keel in¬ 
terviewed him at gr^t length, rmiy times and was unable to diake his story, 
Another contact inAdelphi, Maryland, produced d,etailB identical with 
Dererherger* s, as yet uipubli^ed story, 

Dererherger is reported as saying the ufonauts were time travellers and could 
not. stay here too long because they became younger. 

It ony be as well to have a lock at present orthodox theories as to vhat 
happens to time, vhen travelling at or approaching the ^eed of li^t,

As './e k.oow only too well, the whole U.P.O, field is very ccnplicated, and it is 
K-tlilj' probable, that 1h^ are of mary types and feem mary sources. Mounting 
e^.iclencfj points to certain types of U.P.O. phenanena and certain p^chic 
phi'/rovena. as being one and the sane ihing, and it could be triggered off by 
a .'/:rfmcn cause, 

Wh?r:.e there may be little valid scientific evidence for the Extra-Terrestrial 
spno.5 chip theory, there is none a^inst it, and it is still the most logical, 
Tneee cisfli could also be refLections, as in a mirage, or pirojecions similar 
to 'iW,, onanating fnem an unseen parallel world, or alternate reality. Who 
is to say, they are not craft occupied and controlled by beings of another 
uneven world, existing across our v^Drld, because their tine runs in another way 
ani ttiat these presumed entities have found the means to pass at will throu^ 
nexi, where their time stream and ours inpinge. 


The theor:/ that mudi of vhat we see and hear of U.P.O.' s and their occtrcants, 
could be j-llusciL'y esr hallucinatory is fining credence. Perhaps these 
halluciretlons are broadcast by the seemingly real, solid artefacts, which, 
after all., are onl^’' seen on fhirly rare occasions. These broadcasts could 
be achieved both by medianical means or the thou^t processes of occupants 
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of such craft. 


While the solid object alle^dly seen at Valensole, and other rararisbly 
similar sittings, left physical evidence cf their stay with markingB on the 
groimij v^ere the little creatiarcs seen at the same time solid entities, or 
were witnesses under mental control, vMch from their testimony seans quite 
possible. The Eniine question arises with other bi 2 arre sitting reports, 
such as Kelly, Hcpinsville, Moih-CE®, and so on in the United States, and the 
too numerous to mention reports from Souih Anerica. 


If it is admitted that these are p^chic phenaiErB, the question 1hen arises 
are we up a^inst manifestations of the age old conflict of the farces of 
good and evil. However, way out this irey sean, it is a point whidi has to be 
considered. Have then, these forces been responsible, (when thqy or their 
materialisation as riBchines have NOT been visible), for much of the strange 
phenanene, which has been classified as poltergeist or pqychlc, . There too, 
are striking fee.tures in some alleged contact cases in dose range sittings, 
of the rorarkable hypnotic effect on witnesses and the obsession apparently 
^iown by U.F.Q,’ s focussing attention on one person, 

i\mong the mass of U.P.O. data are nary reports of the seeming ease vhich 
objects change in d^ape, size and color,, in fell view of observers,. Keel 
states the ratio is 3 to 1 in overall reports, Tliese reports have- either 
been ignored or dianissed as natural phencmena. The question would now sean 
to be, are these ligits in the sky and. amoeba type sigitings the real phen- 
onena, and are the solid metallic appearing artefacts which definitely go 
out of their visy to attract attention, playing a diversionary role, to dis¬ 
tract attention fnem the other more numerous and less tar^ble phenanena; 
ufologists over the past 20 years have concentrated on the seaning hardware, 
but have made little actual progress, being no fbrther advanced now, than th^ 
were originall^r. 


While a group of vdtnesses in one area will describe a si^ited object in the 
sme details, others a mile or so away will gi'ro different details,- ■ A^inst 
this, many thousands of sightings of non solid objects give uniform details. 

For exanple, the groups of arali li^ts, all \inder apparent intelligent 
control coalescirg to form one big bri^t ligit, which then flies off; or 
the big bri^t light which breaks into ansller one, each, of which then flies 
off on an irdependant controlled course. In U.P.O. literature, these are 
usjally discomted in fhvor of the solid artefact, to build up the extra 
terrestrial case. Keel states that in a starviy of over 2000 sittings 
frem reliable scurces over the past three yoars, 7^ were non solid objects and 
2^ appeared solid. He postui.ated the theoiy that the seeming solid objects 
were raanipalations of matter and ener^ and ttet rarely If ever are they seen 
in their time form. The limits in the sky usually appear ac blue gaeen iit 
color, ard. sFiifting throu^ the ^ectrum and theif mo^ stable colon is a 
brilliant white, ■ \ ■ ; ;7v •''' r ' i 




The color range reported would seem to be definite evidence of a change ih 
fceouencies. They enter envirorment fsem the hi^ frequencies beyond ultra 
violet color and thei’e have been cases reported, where witnesses have suffer- 
od bums only to fledi but to the e^’’es,, which definitely suggests ultra violet 
radiation. They depart by descending into the red frecpuencies, passing into. 
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the infl?a red range aid to support this, witnesses of a departing craft report 
the bri^t red li^t and also feeling waves of intense heat, Contactees have 
been holding fbrth for years about these frequenoy changes, and here we have 
data to support it. This too supports the postulate, that contactee's state¬ 
ments diould be carefblly investi^ted in a ccnpletely open ininied iranner, with 
out bias. 

Could these objects be ccnposed of energy fran the upper frequencies of the 
ELectro-tmgnetic Spectrum and could th^ be able to manifest thoTiselves into 
the very narrow band of visible li^t; and in the process be able to take on 
ary desired shape, be it lenticular, rocket or ary other of the multifbrious 
U.P.O. diapes. Such trananutations while being mechanical and solid in 
appearance would not actually be so. Thqy vfaild also be capable of perfonn- 
ing in the manner which we have ccme to expect U.P.O.’ s to behave. Having 
adopted a ^lape we ccsuLd accept, they would then perfoim their mission and 
having ccnpleted it, revert to their ener©’- state and so disappear ccnpletely. 
This theory is not so fbr fetched when you consider present orthodox scientif¬ 
ic theory into the states of matter and energy. 

These U.P.O.''s frcm transnatated ener©- patterns would intermin^e with all 
the other indetectable radiations \hich surround us all the time and of which 
we are caipletely unconscicjus, ^y day the radiation of surili^t renders thair 
invisible, but at nigit, in the absence of this natural radiation, thqy becon© 
visible as various <x)lored li^ts flitting about the dy. 

Whatever theory ycu nay e^ouse, sotb intelligence mist be controlling than, 
what it is, and the purpose behind the rhencmena is till beyond our understand¬ 
ing. We still a^TiBit the answer to the ^64 question, where to the definite, 
met^Llic manufactured artefacts cone frcm, how do they get here, and just why 
are they doing what they are doing? 

It is very evident we are being led the ^rden path, and perh^s Port was 
ri^t after all, and we are semeone^'s property,
